Plaintiff complains of defendant, and shows: 
First—For a first cause of action: 


I. On information and belief, that at all the times herein- 
after mentioned, defendant was and now is a domestic corpo- 
ration. 


II. That at all the times hereinafter mentioned, defendant 
owned and published a certain book of annual publication, 
known and called “Lockwood’s Directory of the Paper, Sta- 
tionery and Allied Trades,” which was issued and published by 
it every September, including the year 1906, and for which its 
price was $3 per volume; and which was especially designed 
for use and circulation and sale by and among those interested 
in the paper trade of the United States, Canada and elsewhere. 

III. That at all the times hereinafter mentioned, defendant 
published and issued every Thursday a certain trade news- 
paper, journal or publication, known and called by it “The 
Paper Trade Journal,” and intended for circulation and circu- 
lated largely by defendant among those engaged in the paper 
trade in the United States and Canada and elsewhere, and being 
a newspaper especially intended to interest the paper trade in 
said territory. 

IV. That at all the times hereinafter mentioned, plaintiff was 
the owner and publisher of a certain book of annual publication 


known and called “Post’s Paper Mill Directory,” issued and 
published by plaintiff annually, including the year, 1906, and 
the price of which was $2 per volume; said book being espe- 
cially designed for use and circulation and sale, and being used, 
circulated and sold among those interested in the paper trade 
in the United States and Canada and elsewhere. And that 
plaintiff did issue his said Directory about the middle of Au- 
gust, 1906. 


V. That plaintiff and defendant, at the time and times above 
and hereinafter mentioned, were the only publishers of directo- 
ries of the kind and nature of those above set forth, in the 
United States and Canada, and were competitors in that line 
in business. 


VI. That in its issue of its said newspaper, “The Paper 
Trade Journal,” of August 23, 1906, defendant did maliciously 
publish the following false and defamatory matter of and con- 
cerning the plaintiff, well knowing the premises: 


“A Low Estimate of the Trade’s Intelligence. 


“An alleged directory” (meaning plaintiff's said direc- 
tory) “of the paper trade made its appearance last week, a 
number of free copies, we understand, having been dis- 
tributed. Lest those so afflicted should try to make 
use of the book, we hasten to inform them that the 
so-called directory is worse than useless. As a gift it is 
unworthy of acceptance, as nothing but waste of time 
and loss of temper can follow its use. It is incomplete, 
incorrect, and in every respect deficient in those qual- 
ities that go to make up a reliable book of reference. 
In all seriousness we say that the publication of the 
book is an insult to the intelligence of the trade. 
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Since the original appropriation, three years ago, of 
the contents of Lockwood’s Directory, the counterfeit 
“directory” has remained the same. With the possible 
addition of a new mill here and there, we see no evi- 
dence in its pages of any honest attempt at revision. 
Those who are curious can ascertain for themselves the 
truth or falsity of this statement. 

A “directory” that ignores all the changes that have 
taken place in three years is not a very safe guide to 
follow. In it we find nearly all the mills that have been 
burned within that time, all the dismantled ones are 
also retained, and those that have had a change of 
ownership are reprinted just as they were three years 
ago. In addition, dead men are reported as still guiding 
the fortunes of the mills with which they were con- 
nected during life. The equipments of the various mills 
tead exactly as they did three years ago, showing that 
the type has not been touched. Considering the fact 
that most of the mills have been overhauled at some 
time within the past three years, new machinery having 
taken the place of the old, this vital part of the “di- 
rectory” is more harmful than if the spaces were left 
blank. 

On its face the book shows a complete disregard of 
all the facts of common knowledge in the trade. This, 
however, is always the case with unrevised reprints of 
old editions. 

Out of respect for the authority of the United States 
Government, it does seem as if a patriotic publication 
would cut out the statement that the product of certain 
mills is sold exclusively through the General Paper Com- 
pany, of Chicago. This line we find still standing at the 
end of the “reports” of a number of the mills in the 
Ground Wood and Pulp Mill section of the “directory.” 

For those members of the trade who like to be hum- 
bugged, we have no concern; for those, however, who 
honestly desire the facts, we call attention to a few of 
the shortcomings of the three-year-old reprint now being 
advertised as an up to date directory of the paper trade. 

Beginning with the paper mill portion of the so called 
directory, and turning the pages—noting only the con- 
spicuous sins of Omission or commission—we find on 
page 58 that the Rocky Mountain Paper Company, of 
Denver, Col., is still in business despite the advertised 
sale of its machinery. On page 59 we note that the 
Harrison, Schick & Pratt Company is still operating the 
mill at Bozrahville, Conn. In the report of the mill 
for Lockwood’s Directory the mill now stands in the 
name, “Estate of E. M. Harrison.” At Newington, 
Conn., P. J. McGarvan is represented as running the 
mill in his own name. A correct report would state that 
the Newington Paper Company (Thomas F. Garvan, 
president) is the company in charge. At Southford, 
Conn., we note that William M. Graves is still manager 
of the mill at that place, owned by the Diamond Match 
Company. Mr. Graves died June 29, 1906. At Windsor 
Locks, Conn., the old title of the Whittelsey Paper Com- 
pany is retained. Lockwood’s Directory will say that 
this mill is being operated by the Federal Paper Com- 
pany, successor to the Whittelsely Paper Company and 
F. H. Whittelsey & Co. 

In Illinois, in the report of the Chicago Coated Board 
Company, we are informed that Benjamin I. Harter is 
still treasurer and manager of the company. Mr. Harter, 
we regret to say, died March 28, 1906. 

In Indiana the new mill of the Sall Mountain Asbestos 
Manufacturing Company is omitted. 
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In Iowa, at Clinton, the Iowa Paper Mills should read 
Union Roofing Mills. 

In Maine, at Brunswick, we are very much surprised 
to find that the Androscoggin Pulp Company is still 
running, guided by the brain of William A. Russell as 
president. As the mill was entirely destroyed April 11, 
1906, and as Mr. Russell died June 7, 1926, we “don't 
quite understand.” At Howland, Me., we read that the 
Howland Pulp and Paper Company will build a two ma- 
chine mill. As the company installed only one machine, 
and as its product will be ready for the market in a few 
weeks, this report is hardly up to date. 

In Massachusetts, at Holyoke, the “Pope Paper Com- 
pany” should read the C. Elmer Pope Paper Company 
At Loudville, Hampshire County, the Loudville Leather 
Board Company is omitted. 

In Michigan, at Allegan, the old Dayton-Allegan Paper 
Company is still represented as operating the mill there. 
The Dayton Folding Box Company is the correct name. 

At Three Rivers the old name of The Three Rivers 
Paper Company is reprinted despite the fact that the 
Eddy Paper Company now runs the mill. The alleged 
“report” of the mill of the Marinette and Menominee 
Paper Company at Menominee is worthy of mention as 
a specimen of ancient history, as the mill was burned 
last year, and is now being rebuilt. 

In New Hampshire, at Bath, we fail to find the Cush- 
man-Rankin Company, which moved to Bath, where it 
built a mill after its old mill at Lyndon, Vt., was de- 
stroyed by fire. At Lincoln we note the old name of 
The Henry Paper Company, now the J. E. Henry & 
Sons Company. At Milton the Salmon River Paper 
Company is not to be found. This company some 
months ago bought the mill of the United Box Board 
and Paper Company at Milton, and is now operating it. 

In New Jersey, at Bogota, we are astonished to see 
the old mill of the United Box Board and Paper Com- 
pany reported intact, notwithstanding the fact that the 
United collected the fire insurance money shortly after 
September 8, 1902, upon which date the mill was de- 
stroyed. The ruins of the mill have only recently been 
cleared away for the No. 2 mill of the American Paper 
Company, which already has a box board mill there. 
At Little Ferry no mention is made of the fact that C. 
W. Bell is operating the Odiorne & Morse Company’s 
mill as receiver. At Mulburn Earnest Lighthipe & Co. 
is still reported in existence, although such is not the 
fact. 

In New York State, at Chatham, we are bewildered 
with the information that the Stoney Brook Box Board 
Mills are still running without so much as a blister on 
the buildings. This “intelligence,” coming so soon after 
that about Bogota, is just a little confusing. The mill 
at Chatham, as the trade well knows, was burned last 
year. At Fort Plain, M. W, Mowrey & Sons should 
read Wood & Nellis. At Napanoch the title of the old 
L. E. Frost Paper Company is given, when it should 
be The Frost Paper Company. 

In New York city, in the reports of the large compa- 
nies having offices there, we first note that the office of 
first vice president of the International Paper Company 
is left blank. It should read A. N. Burbank, first vice 
president and treasurer. The retention of the name of 
John R. McNeille as manager of the statistical depart- 
ment of the International is really interesting. Mr. Mc- 
Neille, we think, might object if he saw it, especially as 
he severed all connection with the company last spring. 
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In the list of officers of the United Box Board and 
Paper Company we note, with. somewhat of..a shock, 
that William M. Graves is vice president, and E. R. 
Stettinius treasurer. As stated before Mr. Graves died 
last June.. Mr. Stettinius resigned a few months ago. 
In the list of the United’s mills the Bogota (burned), 
the Marion (dismantled), and the Lawrence. (disman- 
tled), are all retained. In the list of mills of the Union 
Waxed and Parchment Paper Company the former Elk- 
hart, Ind., mill of the company is included. This mill 
was dismantled, its machinery being removed to the 
company’s mill at Hamburg, N. J. We note also that 
George R. Sheldon is still treasurer of the Union Bag 
and Paper Company. This is not quite true—E. S. Cole- 
man is the treasurer, Mr. Sheldon having resigned a 
number of months ago. The Williamsburg (Pa.) mill is 
omitted from the list of mills of the West Virginia Pulp 
and Paper Company. 


At Penn Yan, N. Y., the Gillard-Hall Company has 
been succeeded by F. A. Franklin as lessee of the mill 
at that place owned by the United Box Board and Paper 
Company. At Phoenix we do not see the name of the 
Crescent Paper and Machine Company. At Piermont 
we find that M. R. Williams is still down as treasurer 
of the Piermont Paper Company. Mr. Williams died 
last fall. At Rochester the Flour (?) City Paper Com- 
pany should read the Flower City Tissue Mills Com- 
pany. At Stillwater the Stillwater Straw Board Com- 
pany has been succeeded by the Upton Paper Company. 
At Troy the Peerless Paper Company is omitted. 

In North Carolina the new Roanoke Rapids Paper 
Manufacturing Company is omitted from the paper mill 
section. 

In Ohio the Hager Straw Board Company’s mill at 
Cedarville is omitted. At Franklin the old: Perrine Paper 
Company is still kept alive, in ignorance of the fact that 
the mill has been taken over by the Franklin Board and 
Paper Company. 

In Pennsylvania, at Huntingdon, the mill of J. R. 
Koons & Son is not idle, as reported. At Kenneth 
Square Joseph M. Keating is reported as operating the 
mill there—it should read William H. Phillips, Agent. 

In Wisconsin, at Kaukauna, the mill of the Charles S. 
Boyd Paper Company seems to be missing. There is 
also no mention of the new mill of the H. W. Johns- 
Manville Company.at Milwaukee. 

The foregoing, it should be remembered, are only a 
few of the most glaring errors that the eye catches as 
it turns over the pages. 

A revised directory is worth money—an unrevised one 
is worthless.”

V. That plaintiff and defendant, at the time and times above 
and hereinafter mentioned,- were the only publishers of di- 
rectories of the kind and nature of those above set forth, in 
the United States and Canada, and were competitors in that 
line of business. 

VI. That in its issue of its said newspaper, the “Paper Trade 
Journal,” of August 30, 1906, defendant did maliciously pub- 
lish the following false and defamatory matter of and con- 
cerning the plaintiff, well knowing the premises: 


“We Repeat Our Cry of ‘Fraud.’” 

The Windmill, in an editorial evasion of our charge 
of fraud made against its alleged directory, invites us to 
“go on with our cry.” We did cry fraud, and we now 
repeat it; we say that the so-called “directory” is a 
fraud on its few subscribers, and a fraud especially on 
those firms whose advertisements appear in its pages. 
We now add that, because of the ancient character of the 
data given in the book, that suits at law for the recovery 
of the money paid for such advertisements seem war- 
ranted by the facts. Contracts in order to stand the 
legal tests must be lived up to—complied with—by both 
parties. In the case of the publication of a directory it 
does seem as if the court would declare an advertising 
contract broken where the book in question was 60 per 
cent. wrong in its most important part. If a contract 
is taken for space in a directory for 1906-7, the pub- 
lisher, in order to be entitled to payment for the space 
taken, should be able to show that his book is more 
than 40 per cent. in accordance with the facts. As the 
essence of such a contract is revision, he should be able 
to demonstrate to the most critical that he has revised 
his publication. This he cannot do, even a cursory 
glance at its contents revealing the most flagrant errors 
Last week we gave two pages of valuable space to a few 
of the errors that we happened to notice as we paged 
through the book. As not one of our statements was 
so much as questioned, let alone disputed, the confession 
of guilt is complete. 

This week, in response to the invitation to “go on 
with our cry,” we have compared just a few of our 700- 
odd written reports from mill owners, with the alleged 
reports. printed in the counterfeit “directory.” 

As the result of such comparison is about the same 
in each case, we will not waste space on many of them. 
We find, though, that the more critical the comparison 
the worse it is for the “reprint.” We invite the trade to 
verify this statement. 

In the “report” of the Passumpsic Fibre Leather Com- 
pany, of Passumpsic, Vt., four beating and two wet ma- 
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chines are given as part of the mill’s equipment. Our 
written report reads five beating and three wet machines. 

In the “report” of the Watab Paper and Pulp Com- 
pany, of Sauk Rapids (?), Minn., we note with consid- 
erable amusement that the entire “report” of this com- 
pany’s mill was correctly copied, mistakes and all, from 
Lockwood’s 1906 Directory. In the written report sent 
us this year the name of the president is spelled Dessert, 
and that of the vice president of the company is spelled 
Oberley. In our 1906 edition they were spelled Desert 
and Oberly.. The “reprint directory.’_reprints.the names 
just as we had them in this year’s book. In all other 
respects the report is wrong as compared with the 
written report sent us. It is, however, a faithful copy 
of our 1906 report. The “reprint” even uses our expres- 
sion of “widest trimmed sheet,” instead of its own 
“widest sheet made,” and “trims—inches.” 

Next we come to our written report of the Reading 
Mills, of Reading, Pa. As one of the mills of this com- 
pany, the Packerack Mill, was thoroughly overhauled 
during the past year, new and larger machinery being 
installed, we naturally expect to find an enumeration of 
its new equipment. Instead we find last year’s report 
reprinted intact. Our written report says that the mill 
has five 1,500 pound beating and one Jordan engines, 
also one 100 inch Fourdrinier. The “reprint” reads five 
700 pound, three 900 pound and one Jordan engine; one 
74 inch Fourdrinier. And this is called revising. It is 
last year’s report. 

Next on our pile of mill reports written by some of- 
ficer of the various companies, we see that of the Inter- 
national Egg Carrier and Paper Company, of Newark, 
N. Y. As the counterfeit “directory” has no report 
from this mill we are denied the pleasure of comparison. 

The report of the Westport Paper Company, of West- 
port, Conn., is next in order. This report came too late 
for insertion in Lockwood’s Directory. Comparing it, 
however, with that in the “reprint,” we conclude that the 
report also came too late for that publication; in fact, it 
looks as if nearly all the alleged “reports” came too late. 

In looking at our written report of the mills of the 
Riverside Fibre and Paper Company, of Appleton, Wis., 
and comparing it with the “misprint,” we see that in the 
“report” of the company’s paper mill William M. Gilbert 
is put down as vice president, while in the report of the 
company’s sulphite mill Thomas Pearson is given as 
vice president. 


The equipment of the mill of the National Folding 
Box and Paper Company at Ballston Spa, N. Y., is not 
stated correctly in the “reprint.” Our written report 
says two 500 pound and two 1,000 pound beating ma- 
chines. The “reprint” reads two 400 pound, two 500 
pound and one 800 pound beating engines. 

In our list of reports we next come to that of the 
new mill of the Barrett Manufacturing Company at 
Peoria, Ill. This mill is not given in the “reprint.” 

John G. Hawley is not treasurer of the Albia Box and 
Paper Company at Troy, N. Y., according to our written 
report from that company. 

Our next report is that of the St. Elmo (Ill.) Paper 
Mill, L. Allhands, receiver. In the “reprint” the mill 
stands in the name of William M. Johnston. 

The ‘Foster-Adams Manufacturing Company at Utica, 
N. Y., does not make roofing and building papers, ac- 
cording to the report sent us. 

The Kanes Falls Pulp Company at Fort Ann, N. Y., 
is included in the “reprint.” Our report, signed by E. 


J. West, treasurer, secretary and general manager of the 
company, read: “Mill has not been running in two 
years.” 

The Cecil Paper Company, of Lancaster, Pa. has 
three 650 pound beating engines, two 650 pound washing 
machines, and one Jordan. At least that is what our 
report says. The “reprint’s” “report” says four 650 
pound beating engines and one Jordan. 

In our pile of reports we next come to that of the 
Monroe Binder Board Company, of Monroe, Mich. 
Looking for the mill in the “reprint” we do not find it. 
Comparison is, therefore, impossible. The result, how- 
ever, is just the same. 

Coming to our reports of the mills of the Union Bag 
and Paper Company we note what the secretary has 
written about the company’s No. 1 ground wood mill at 
Sandy Hill. It reads: “Burned December, 1905; new 
mill now in course of construction.” The “reprint,” 
however, true to its name, prints last year’s report of 
the mill. 

Our report from the Lafayette Box Board and Paper 
Company, of Lafayette, Ind., states among other things, 
that there is one 122 inch, five cylinder machine in the 
mill. The “reprint” reprints its own last year’s report 
as follows: “Five. 58 inch (42 inch sheet) cylinder ma- 

: chine.” . 

And so it goes, each comparison rendering the shame- 
lessness of the deceit all the more apparent. To con- 
tinue our cry of fraud to the end would be to reprint 
the whole of the book. We, therefore, leave the task, 
having done our duty in warning the trade of the de- 
ception that is being foisted upon its members. 

The failure of a second “directory” to print correct 
reports from the mills is no doubt due to the fact that 
the mill owners will not duplicate their work each year 
in filling out reports of, their plants. Any second di- 
rectory cannot secure those reports, consequently it 
cannot become a reliable reference book. The book for 
which all branches of the trade will gladly furnish data 
becomes of necessity the standard. 

The fact that the “reprint directory” was all reset 
anew this year renders the case all the worse for the 
publisher, because he could have had his book set right 
at the same price which it cost him to set it wrong. In 
legitimate revisions the principal cost of such work is 
for the changes made in the standing matter. To reset 
a book, and not correct it in every respect possible, is 
a criminal waste of money. In any subsequent honest 
revision more money will have to be spent in paying 
for the changes that could have been made when the 
book was reset. 

The folly of resetting the old reports of a lot of 
burned mills, the names of dead men and a mass of 
obsolete data, is nothing short of criminal. Resetting a 
book does not cure its errors or bring it up to date— 
revision is what accomplishes these desirable ends. 

So to the charge of fraud we must add that of foolish- 
ness, our “cry” now being that the book is a “foolish 
fraud.”

elsewhere. 


III. That at all the times hereinafter mentioned, defendant 
published and issued every Thursday, a certain trade newspaper, 
journal or publication, known and called by it “The Paper Trade 
Journal,” and intended for circulation and circulated largely by 
defendant among those engaged in the paper trade in the United 
States and Canada and elsewhere, and being a newspaper espe- 
cially intended to interest the paper trade in said territory. 


IV. That at all the times hereinafter mentioned, plaintiff was 
the owner and publisher of a certain book of annual publications 
known and called “Post’s Paper Mill Directory,” issued and pub- 
lished by plaintiff annually, including the year 1906, and the price 
of which was two dollars per volume; said book being especially 
designed for use and circulation and sale, and being used, cir- 
culated, and sold, among those interested in the paper trade in 
the United States and Canada, and elsewhere. And that plaintiff 
did issue his said directory about the middle of August, 1906. 

V. That plaintiff and defendant, at the time and times above 
and hereinafter mentioned, were the only publishers of direc- 
tories of the kind and nature of those above set forth, in the 
United States and. Canada, and were competitors in that line 
of business. 

VI.. That on or about June 21, 1907, the defendant did ma- 
liciously publish the following false and defamatory matter of and 
concerning the plaintiff, well knowing the premises:

VII. That by reason of said publication plaintiff was damaged 
in his reputation in the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars.

THE INTERNATIONAL VERSUS 
THE LEWISTON JOURNAL 


Hearing in the Libel Suit Brought by the Paper Compan 


Against the Maine Newspaper—Damages Claimed 
$100,000—President Burbank Testifies 


Testimony was taken Tuesday before United States Commis. 
sioner Alexander in the libel suit instituted by the International 
Paper Company against the Lewiston (Me.) Journal for $100,000 
damages. The suit was filed in the United States Circuit Cour: 
at Portland, Me., but as the head offices of the corporation are in 
this city part of the testimony is being taken here. 

The alleged libel, on which suit was brought, consists of a 
published statement that the paper company is a trust within the 
meaning of the Sherman act, and that it controls 6,000 square miles 
of timber lands. This tract, it was declared, was more than 
enough to supply the demands for wood pulp paper, and that 
as a result of its control the price of paper has been artificially 
raised and the newspapers of the country are paying $6,000,000 
a year more than they ought to do for their raw material, 

Alonzo N. Burbank, president and treasurer of the International 
Paper Company, was the first witness called. He was examined 
by Robert F. Whitehouse, who, with A. J. McGillicuddy, of Lewis- 
ton, represents the newspaper. Frederick B. Jennings, of Stetson, 
Jennings & Russell, is counsel for the plaintiff. 

Commissioner Alexander upheld objections to questions as to 
the salaries of officers of the International Paper Company after 
the witness had stated that he received $25,000 a year. Then Mr. 
Burbank told the story of the organization of the International 
Paper Company. 

The only transaction of which Mr. Burbank had particular 
recollection was of the Glen Manufacturing Company of Berlin, 
N. H. He believed, he said, that the price paid for that was 
$2,200,000. 

“Do you recall that the entire capital stock of the Glen Com- 
pany was $300,000?” Mr. Whitehouse asked. 

“No, I know nothing of the capitalization,” Mr. Burbank re- 
plied. 

The purpose of the merger, according to the witness, was to 
effect certain economies. Before it took place there had been 
fierce competition, and in the fen years previous the price of 
news print paper had been forced down from 3 cents to 134 cents 
a pound. 

“Most of that reduction was due,” put in Mr. Burbank’s counsel, 
“to improved methods of manufacture, of course.” 

Some of the economies that Mr. Burbank enumerated were 
saving in freight rates through shipping from the nearest mills, 
and the trying-out of machinery in one mill before it was intro- 
duced into all. 

“Did you hope to be able to force the newspapers into making 
yearly contracts?” 

“We didn’t intend to any forcing, but we did make yearly con- 
tracts, however.” 

“But before 1898 a publisher could get any amount of paper 
without any contract, especially if he was willing to pay cash 
for it, couldn’t he?” Mr. Burbank was asked. 

“Why, yes, and can yet, for all I know,” he replied. 

He admitted that two of the concerns purchased were known 
to be useless and explained that they were acquired in order to 
get possession of other property which they owned. He said 
that he knew nothing of any reduction in the number of machines, 
and did not believe that it was possible. 


Earnings of the International Paper Company have improved so 
much in the past year that there is said to be under consideration 
an increase in the preferred stock from 2 to 4 per cent. 
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Price and Demand 


Trade Conditions Hold Their Own at Holyoke—Encouraging 
Reports from Boston—Normal Demand Exists at Chicago—

Encouraging reports were received during the week from the 
various manufacturing centres and distributing points, and though 
business in the paper industry cannot be called booming, it is, never- 
theless, experiencing a demand which is indicative of a much better 
feeling than heretofore. Many of the mills report a fairly good 
volume of orders on hand and machines in most sections are 
running to their capacity. The labor strike in Massachusetts has 
had its effects upon manufacturing business to a certain extent. 
Though the first month of the year is not looked upon as a repre- 
sentative month, the volume of business placed so far in 1912 
proved that the month was far from being a disappointing one. 
Buyers of pulp are inclined to hold off in Canada expecting lower 
prices, but the dealers are holding firmly to the old prices. Alto- 
gether the market on the other side of the border is quiet but 
firm. 


TRADE GONDITIONS ARE MARKING TIME

The most notable feature of the past week’s trade has been 
the encouraging reports received from the box board branch of 
the paper industry. While there has been no great boom in this 
line still the advance in price and the call for this grade indicate 
a firmness which will help to materially benefit both manufacturer 
and jobber. 

The labor difficulties in this section threaten to upset an other- 
wise promising outlook. The ’longshoremen’s strike, which is still 
in effect, has been augmented by a strike of 30,000 textile workers, 
and the leaders of this threaten to call out every worker in every 
industry in the State unless the strike is settled to their satisfac- 
tion. If this threat is carried into force it will remove from the 
market some of the largest consumers of paper in this section, es- 
pecially users of wrapping papers. 

The general demand for paper has been good and the mills 
report enough business to keep them busy, but no great amount 
of advance orders on hand, Prices are firm and what business 
has thus far been secured has been without any cutting of prices 
though the competition for the orders has been keen. 

Book papers and coated papers seem to be the most active grades 
while there is a fair run of orders for ledger and writing papers.

ASSOCIATION 


Thirty-first Annual Meeting at Washington—Large and Enthu- 
siastic Attendance—Officers Elected for 1912—-Urge Con- 
tinuance of Appropriations by Cengress—States Asked to 
Encourage Timber Production—Co-operation Needed 
for Fire Protection, Etc.—Advantages of State 
Nurseries to Be Investigated 


Members of the American Forestry Association present at the 
thirty-first annual meeting of the association at the New Willard 
Hotel in Washington on January 9, 1912, declared: that it was 
one of the most successful and enthusiastic meetings that the 
society has ever held. There was a gratifyingly large attendance, 
and at the directors’ meetings in the morning and afternoon, and 
the general sessions in the afternoon following the luncheon, much 
important business was transacted, while in the evening at the 
smoker given at the Commercial Club by Otto Luebkert to mem- 
bers of the association and members of various Government de- 
partments, there was a valuable interchange of ideas and ex- 
pressions of opinion. 

At the morning session of the board of directors with Governor 
Robert P. Bass, the president, in the chair, there were also 
present Charles Lathrop Pack, of New Jersey; E. A. Sterling, of 
Pennsylvania; Prof. Herman H. Chapman, of Connecticut; Otto 
Luebkert, of the District of Columbia; Chester W. Lyman, of 
New York; C. F. Quincy, of New York, and Frederick S. Under- 
hill, of Pennsylvania. The minutes of the last meeting were 
approved, and the treasurer’s report accepted. The finance com- 
mittee, which is raising funds for the association, was continued 
and its report accepted. The auditor’s report was received and 
other routine business was transacted preliminary to the general 
meeting in the afternoon. 

The luncheon was served in the main ballroom of the New 
Willard at 1:30 in the afternoon, there being a distinguished 
assemblage of members and guests. As soon as it ended Governor 
Robert P. Bass, of New Hampshire, the president of the associa- 
tion, called the general meeting to order. 


Otto Luebkert, the treasurer, outlined his report. He said in 
part: “The operations of the association during the year ending 
December 31, 1911, show that, exclusive of voluntary contributions, 
that our income met our expenditures within one hundred dollars. 
There is under way the raising of a ten thousand dollar fund to 
create a more ample working capital. The association has also 
been notified of a legacy of $5,000 by Jane M. Smith, of Pittsburgh.

RESOLUTIONS. 


A committee on resolutions, consisting of S. N. Spring, of Con- 
necticut; Chester W. Lyman, of New York, and E. A. Sterling, 
of Pennsylvania, reported the, following resolutions, which were 
adopted : 

ReEsoLtuTion No. 1. 

Whereas, the Weeks Act provides an appropriation of $200,000, 
available until exhausted, to enable the United States Government 
to co-operate with States in protecting from fire the forested 
watersheds of navigable streams, and 

Whereas, the experience of the past fire season has demon- 
strated the effectiveness of such co-operation in reducing the 
damage caused by forest fires, 

Be it Resolved, that the American Forestry Association urges 
upon Congress the continuation of appropriations to be available 
annually for this purpose, and 

Be it Resolved, that a copy of this resolution be sent to the 
members of the Senate and the House of Representatives. 


REsoLuTion No. 2. 

Whereas, an equitable system of forest taxation is one of the 
essential fundamentals for the practice of private forestry, and 
as little progress is being made in providing a tax basis which 
will not put a premium on the cutting of timber, be it 

Resolved, that the American Forestry Association recommends 
action by the executives and legislatures of all forested States 
towards the enactment of legislation which will encourage timber 
production both by the long time management of existing forests 
and the planting of new forests, and we recommend to this end 
that the taxation of forest lands be-placed as fast as possible under 
State control, and be it 

Resolved, that copies of these resolutions be sent to the gov- 
ernors of all States concerned. 


Resotution No. 3. 
Whereas, a virulent fungus disease known as the Chestnut Tree 
Blight has already infected a large portion of the region wherein 
the wild chestnut tree is a native, and threatens the destruction 
of this valuable timber tree throughout its range in the United 
States; and 
Whereas, the great body of wild chestnut in the New England 
States, in New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Maryland 
has been reached by this infection, and vigorous efforts are re- 
quired to prevent its further spread into the States of Delaware, 
Virginia, West Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Kentucky, Georgia, Tennessee, and Alabama; and 
Whereas, the States not yet reached by the infection are justly 
entitled to every possible help and protection which Congress and

the States themselves may be able to employ in saving their chestnut 
timber from attack; therefore, be it 

Resolved, that the American Forestry Association pledges its 
support in arousing the public to combat tiis disease. 

Resolved, further, that the American Forestry Association 
strongly urges the members of Congress to support a bill now 
pending before that body appropriating $80,000.00 for the use of 
the United States Department of Agriculture, to be used in a 
thorough study and investigation of this tree disease, with the 
view of devising ways and means to combat its further spread, 
and to subject it to possible control, and urges the executives and 
legislatures of the States named above to take measures to check 
the spread of the disease. 

Resolved, that a copy of these resolutions be sent to each mem- 
ber of the Senate and House of Representatives in the Congress 
of the United States, and to the governors of the States concerned. 

REsoLuTION No. 4. 


Whereas, there are now over 14,000,000 acres of private timber- 
land in co-operative fire protective associations, and 

Whereas, experience has shown that these associations have been 
effective in materially reducing the damage caused by forest fires 
on their own and contiguous forest lands, be it 

Resolved, that the American Forestry Association recognizes 
the great value of co-operative fire protection and most heartily 
commends the public spirited action of the associations already 
formed and strongly urges the timberland owners of all sections 
of the country where fires are serious to avail themselves of the 
benefits to be derived from such co-operation, and be it 

Resolved, that a copy of these resolutions be sent to all such 
associations now in existence and to all lumberman’s associations 
who do not co-operate for fire protection. 

RESOLUTION No. 5. 


Resolved, that it is the duty of State governments to encourage 
the practice of forestry by private owners and that the most 
effective means to this end are efficient fire protection, education, 
and State forests, and reform in forest taxation. 

That it is necessary, in order to secure an effective system of 
fire protection that a State system of control and inspection be 
perfected, supplemented as far as possible in dangerous regions, 
by State patrolmen employed continuously throughout the danger 
season. 

That in this connection States be urged to co-operate with the 
national government under the Weeks law by establishing a system 
of patrol sufficiently effective to enable them to secure a propor- 
tion of the Congressional appropriation for this purpose. 

That the educational efforts of States should take the form of 
popular lectures, professional advice to timberland owners and 
short courses of instruction in State institutions. 

That States should acquire land for the establishment of demon- 
stration forests and experimental areas, and that in no other way 
can forestry be so effectively advanced as by the actual practice 
of forestry by the State governments. ; 

That States should acquire large tracts of land unfit for agri- 
culture either because of its mountainous or sandy character, and 
should devote it to growing timber, as a matter of State economy. 

That the forestry work of States can be best conducted by 
technically trained foresters with practical knowledge of condi- 
tions, and that it is of vital importance that the forester’s office be 
entirely free from political influence. 


Upon a motion by Mr. Kelsey, President Bass was authorized 
to appoint a committee to investigate the question as to the ad- 
vantages of State nurseries for the propagation, cultivation and 
sale of forestry material in competition with the business of 
private owners, and report at the next annual meeting. 

Joshua L. Baily, of Philadelphia, presented a resolution relative 
to the chestnut tree blight, which was referred to the committee. 

Amendments to the bylaws which were adopted make changes 
providing that in the future dues are payable upon election and 
in each succeeding year upon the same date, and that officers of 
the association may hold the office also of auditors. 

Mr. Luebkert said: “As a fitting, though somewhat belated, 
testimonial to the memory of a former President of the United 
States, and a statesman who had done very much to foster the 
work along the line of forest conservation, I move that this 
association elect, as an honorary member for life, Mrs. Grover 
Cleveland.” 

This motion was greeted with applause and was carried unani- 
mously by a standing vote. 





J. L. Weaver, one of the newly elected directors, extended the 
welcome of the city to the visitors and expressed the city’s ap- 
preciation of their presence. 

The addresses by President Robert P. Bass and Mr. Henry 
S. Graves, chief of the Forest Service, and Dr. L. O. Harvard 
chief of the Bureau of Eentomology, were made during the meeting. 

Before the meeting adjourned Charles Lathrop Pack, of Lake- 
wood, N. J., a member of the board of directors, made a vigorous 
speech in which he spoke about the necessity for every member 
of the association working to aid the officers in extending the 
power and scope of the association. 

After the general meeting, a meeting of the board of directors 
was held and routine work in connection with the duties of the 
directors was transacted. 

In the evening over a hundred men assembled at the Commer- 
cial Club at the smoker tendered by Otto Luebkert. A couple of 
hours were taken up in hearing short addresses about various 
features of the work of the association and in the interests of 
forest conservation, the addresses being by Governor Robert P, 
Bass, president of the association; Prof, H. H. Chapman, of the 
Yale Forest School, the moderator for the evening; Frederick H. 
Newell, director of the Reclamation Service; F. H. Coville, of 
the Department of Agriculture; W. B. Greeley, of the Forest 
Service; William L. Hall, of the Forest Service; George Otis 
Smith, director of the Geological Survey; J. G. Peters, of the 
Forest Service; Assistant Secretary of Agriculture Willet M. 
Hays; C. J. Blanchard, of the Reclamation Service; A. D. Hopkins, 
of the Bureau of Entomology; Overton W. Price, of the National 
Conservation Association; Commissioner Fred Dennett, of the 
General Land Office; Dr. David T. Fairchild, of the Department 
of Agriculture, and W. R. Brown, of New Hampshire. 

After these talks, lunch was served and there was a general 
personal discussion of forestry and conservation work. 








Natural Bridge Talc Deposits 


The report comes from Natural Bridge that the St. Lawrence 
Asbestos Talc Company has located, through the efforts of the 
Cyclone Drill Company, a very rich deposit of the finest grade 
of talc, in fact enough to keep their mill supplied for the next 
fifty years at least. The mill of this concern is located on what 
is known as the Wood lot, while the mine which is now being 
worked is located about 700 feet directly back of the mill, and 
on the so-called Silver Mine lot. A new shaft is being dug on the 
Wood lot. 

In the bridge between the two buildings is a wide belt 160 
feet long on which is carried the talc as it comes from the crusher 
building to the mill proper, where it is crushed still finer and 
passed through a bolting machine and is also ground in a long 
rotary kiln on which are tons of flint pebbles, brought from the 
coast of Norway. A spur of the C. & A. railroad has been con- 
structed, passing. alongside of the mill. No pains have been spared 
to make this plant a modern one in every sense and from the 
electric power house to the shaft of the mine, the crusher house 
and mill the latest labor saving machinery can be found. The 
floor of the cars as they stand beside the door is on a level with 
the ground floor of the mill, and from the time the ore is loaded 
into the skip at the bottom of the mine it is not touched by hand 
until, after being weighed and bagged automatically, it is carried 
some 15 feet into the cars for shipment. E. D. Mix, former 
superintendent at Hailesboro for the International Pulp Company 
has charge of this new plant, and he is making it modern in every 
particular. :

Scope of Tariff Gommission 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. |] 
Ortrawa, Canada, January 29, 1912—The exact scope of the 
much discussed tariff commission of Canada is defined in the fol- 





lowing resolution introduced in the House of Commons by Hon, 
W. T. White, Finance Minister: 


Resolved, that it is expedient to provide for a tariff commission 
consisting of three members, to be appointed by the governor in 
council, whose duty it shall be: 

(1) To make, under the direction of the minister of finance, in 
respect of any goods produced in or imported into Canada, inquiry 
as to: (a) the price and cost of raw materials in Canada and else- 
where, and the cost of transportation thereof from the place of 
production to the place of use or consumption; (b) the cost of 
production in Canada and elsewhere; (c) the cost of transporta- 
tion from the place of production to the place of use or consump- 
tion, whether in Canada or elsewhere; (d) the cost, efficiency and 
conditions of labor in Canada and elsewhere; (f) all conditions 
and factors which affect or enter into the cost of production and 
the price to the consumers in Canada; (g) generally, all the con- 
ditions affecting production, manufacture, cost and price in Canada 
as compared with other countries, and to report to the minister. 

(2) To make inquiry into any other matter upon which the 
minister desires information in relation to any goods which if 
brought into Canada are subject to or exempt from duties of 
customs, and to report to the minister. 

(3) To hold, when empowered by the governor in council, an 
inquiry under Section 12 of the Customs Tariff, 1907, in the same 
manner as the judge of the Exchequer Court or any other judge 
therein. 

(4) To inquire into any other matter or thing in relation to the 
trade or commerce of Canada which the governor in council sees 
fit to refer to the commission for inquiry or report. 


The commission is given power to summon witnesses and take 
evidence. The chairman will receive $7,500 a year and the other 
two members $7,000 each. & 





Price Brothers Statement

MontTreaL, Canada, January 29, 1912.—This week Price Brothers, 
Ltd., published their annual statement covering operations for the 
year 1911.

FROM HOLYOKE 


Women in Plater Room of Holyoke Paper Company Go Out 
on Strike—Resent Redistribution of Labor and Demand In- 
creased Pay—Conciliatory Offer Rejected—New Freight 
Rates Seriously Affect Holyoke—Valley Com- 
pany Elects Officers—Personal Items, Etc. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Horyoxe, Mass., January 30, 1912—Over a hundred women and 
girls employed in the three plater rooms of the Holyoke Paper 
Company Division of the American Writing Paper Company went 
on strike Thursday when some demands made by them upon the 
manager of the mill were not immediately complied with. From 
what can be gathered it would seem that the strike was ill ad- 
vised and unduly hasty, although no official statement of any kind 
has been made public by the paper company. 

It appears that the management of the mill had considered 
changing the old method of running three girls on each plater 
machine, and a reduction of same to two. The girls, however, 
did not take kindly to any improvement in method and conse- 
quent shifting in help; but after more or less controversey decided 
to permit the company to make this change, demanding, however, 
that a raise of 25 cents a day be immediately granted to the girls 
throughout the plater rooms. The division manager presented the 
demands to the officials of the company, but in the meantime the 
girls walked out. 

The strikers say they demanded $1.25 a day, and justify this by 
their claim that in other mills, where the plater girls work by the 
piece, they earn from $8 to $9 a week under no more exacting 
conditions; but the crux of the situation seems to be that the 
strikers could not reconcile themselves to changes being made, 
one of the girls bitterly claiming that two of the young women on 
this work were receiving double the pay the other girls were 
getting. 

The strikers went to the mill Friday afternoon to confer with 
the manager, and were told that they could return to work at 
once, and that as soon as it could be arranged—probably within 
three weeks—they would be put on a piece work basis in accord- 
ance with their wishes. However, under the same leadership that 
ordered the walkout without giving the mill management reason- 

able opportunity to consider the demands, the strikers refused to 
entertain the conciliatory proposal made by the company and de- 
manded piece work forthwith or an advance of 25 cents a day for 
day work, although they did state they would return to work 
under the old arrangement of three girls to each plater machine. 

There have been no important developments since Friday, and 
the mill in other departments is operating is usual. The strikers 
have decided to withdraw their proposition to return to work on 
a piece work basis, and say they will hold out for advance de- 
manded in day rate. 

G. C. Lindauer, general organizer for the International Brother- 
hood of Paper Makers, is in town; and the president and vice 
president, J. T. Carey and J. Snyder, are expected. a A 





Water Power Gompany Meeting 
[FRoM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Horyoxe, Mass., January 30, 1912——At a rather stormy meeting 
of the Connecticut River Power Company in Hartford, Arthur D. 
Coffin and associates were retained in control of the company, 
Arthur D. Coffin, Norman-F. Allen, William C. Skinner, Ezra B 
Bailey, Samuel E. Elmore, John R. Montgomery, Leon P. Broad- 
hurst, Herbert R. Coffin and H. W- Erving being elected directors. 

The opposing Freeman party had Some questions to ask Mr. 
Coffin, one question which Mr. Coffin refused to answer being 
how the rate was fixed by the water power company by which an 
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additional charge of $1.75 was made for each square inch of open- 
ing into the canal. Some criticism was made that the rates were 
fixed by directors who are themselves large users of the water.

Freight Rates Affect Paper Makers 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoxe, Mass., January 30, 1912.—Paper makers in Holyoke 
and vicinity, especially manufacturers of tablets, pads, etc., are 
seriously affected by the change in freight rates provided for in 
the new classification of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
relating to shipments west of the Mississippi, which changes are 
scheduled to go into effect February 15. No change in rate is 
made on tablets, pads and paper covered blank books, provided they 
are made of paper other than writing paper, ruled or unruled, 
and not printed on. This hits Holyoke, because most of the 
paper made here is writing paper. The present classification js 
third class for less than carload and fourth class for carload ship- 
ments; but the proposed schedule calls for first class for less than 
carload shipments and third class for carload. 

The schedule further calls for an increase on glazed paper, 
glazed wrapping paper other than rosin glazed wrapping. The 
old rate is third class for less than carload lots and fifth class for 
carload, whereas it is proposed to make this first class for less 
than carload shipments and third class for carload. 

A protest has been filed against this schedule by the Hampden 
County Traffic Association. The manufacturers in this locality 
say that the margin of profit on tablets, etc., is so small that the 
business could not stand the added freight rates proposed, and that 
they would be driven out of the Western field. je

Canadian Manufacturer Will Make Pulp Grinding Stones at 
Ogdensburge—Power to Be Developed at Browns Falls— 
Over Fifteen Foot Dam on a Cake of Ice—Paper Mill 
Man to Direct Printing Concern—Lumbering 


Operations Aided by Snow 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., January 28, 1912—The Walker Pulp Stone 
Company, of Toronto, has just leased quarters in Ogdensburg, 
N. Y., and will soon be manufacturing wheels for the grinding 
of pulp wood there. G. W. Walker, vice president of the com- 
pany, is now in Ogdensburg superintending the installatation of 
the machinery which is being delivered on the site. A number of 
expert machinists will soon take charge of the plant. At first 
only the pulp stone wheels will be manufactured, but later the 
company will turn out wheels for metal grinding. 

The company will utilize 16,000 square feet of floor space when 
in full operation. Mr. Walker states that the capacity at first 
will be one wheel a day. These wheels are massive affairs, being 
54 inches in diameter with a face of 27 inches and weighing 4,500 
pounds each. They are made of emery, cement and crushed 
stone and obtain their cutting properties from the emery or car- 
borundum. There are in use at the present time in this country 
only about 1,500 of these wheels and about s50 in Canada.

Mr. Medsen severed his connec- 
tion with the company a year ago and at present is engaged in 
business in Michigan.

The capita! stock is $100,000, consisting of shares of $100 each, 
and the directors for the first year are: Isaac Baer and Mary 
Baer, of New York City, and Meyer Weisberg, of Astoria. 

At the annual meeting of the new board of directors of the 
Raymondville Paper Company, held last week in the company’s 
offices in the Smith Building, Watertown, N. Y., the following 
officers were elected: John Weekes, president; George W. Knowl- 
ton, vice president; F. M. Hugo, treasurer, and M. S. Wilder, 
secretary. 

C. A. Hubbard has resigned from the Strathmore Paper Com- 
pany and will be leaving that concern February 1. He was with 
the Woronoco Paper Company five years before the consolidation 
last July, which brought that compnay and the Mittineague Paper 
Company into the Strathmore. Mr. Hubbard’s plans for the 
future are not yet formulated. 

Simon P. Paddack, aged seventy-six years, one of Syracuse’s 
most unostentatious yet wealthy citizens, died last week from 
apoplexy in Syracuse, N. Y. His estate is estimated to be worth 
more than $1,000,000. Mr. Paddack had lived alone for many 
years and relatives knew little of his affairs. He was a pioneer 
in the paper making industry. 

The annual meeting of the Empire State Paper Association was 
held at The Onondaga, Syracuse, N. Y., last week. There were 
about twenty delegates present from principal cities of the State, 
including Rochester, Albany and Troy. A luncheon and business 
session was followed by the election of officers, resulting as fol- 
lows: O. G. Bowman, of Buffalo, president; W. E. Ebbetts, Syra- 
cuse, vice president; F. D. Morgan, Rochester, secretary, and 
G. A. Manz, Syracuse, treasurer. 

The Green Bay Barker Company, Green Bay, Wis., manufactur- 
ers of the Roberts and Libert rotary pulp wood barker, has decided 
to establish a manufacturing plant in Canada to supply the Cana- 
dian trade. The plant here will be maintained. The selection of 
a city in which to locate a plant is the question to be decided by 
the officers. Toronto is said to be favored. This concern has had 
its barker manufactured under contract at Brantford, Canada, for 


several months, but will do away with that agreement and build 
its own plant and operate its own foundry in Canada. 

Large quantities of lumber, including pulp wood, white birch and 
building lumber, are being hauled to Lewiston, Me., for shipment 
by rail to various points in Maine and Massachusetts. The yp. 
usual weather conditions have proved a serious setback to the 
lumbering interests in this section of Maine, but still there will be 
a fair average yield, though the prevailing conditions have not 
been productive of large profits. 

The Eastern Tablet Company, of Albany, N. Y., who have re- 
cently been visited by fire, report that it was only the stock room 
that was destroyed and that the offices, printing department and 
manufacturing rooms were not damaged in any way. Their fac- 
tories are again in operation, as they have a large stock of manu- 
factured goods on hand and a large quantity of raw material on 
orders arriving daily. The loss was covered by insurance,

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The Customs and the Law 


The order has gone forth to the Collectors of Customs that 
they are not to allow the free entry of print paper and wood 
pulp from Europe, and that the protests of the importers are to 
be taken to the Board of General Appraisers, From the ap- 
praisers an appeal will be taken, if not by the importer, then 
by the Treasury Department, to the United States Customs Court 
of Appeals. This course, which must be followed before it can be 
decided what are the rights of the importers and the foreign 
nations in the premises, has been determined by the Administra- 
tion, which forced the reciprocity arrangement on Congress, and 
which to save itself now from the consequences of its own act is 
grasping at the merest kind of pretext. 

What a wonderfully inexact science is the law, when to the 
same great minds trained from boyhood to its interpretation, can 
be answered a direct negative and a positive affirmative to the 
same question! And how easy it is for the same legal experts to 
find excuses to evade a disagreeable duty by invoking the in- 
tricacies of the law, and with them weaving a mesh of entangle- 
ments before the eyes of the layman. If the same course was to 
be pursued in regard to every protest or request carried to Wash- 
ington, the-work of the courts would swamp them. 

A point that has been raised by the importers in this particular 
controversy is, Why should the courts be called, upon to deter- 
mine questions of fact, so simple that they involve nothing more 
complicated than a knowledge of the agreement between the 
parties? The United States Government entered into an agree- 
ment with the foreign nations interested, and no one is in a 
better position to know whether the terms of that agreement 
had been lived up to. For instance, had the Administration, instead 
of the foreign nations, or the importers, been the complaining 
parties, it is very certain that they would know their rights. full 
well, and would very properly insist upon having them promptly 
adjusted. The excuse of a legal decision in determining the 
rights of the foreign countries in this case is one of the flimsiest 
ever offered to a sensible people. ; 

In the first place, what is a collector of customs supposed to 
know about an international agreement? He looks to the Treas- 
ury Department and acts upon its orders. Questions involving a 
difference of opinion between the importer and the collector as to 
the classification of the goods and the rate of duty are taken to 
the Board of General Appraisers, which is supposed to be expert 
in merchandise of all kinds, and particularly well versed in the 
tariff law. The Board then defines the section of the act under 
which, according to its judgment, the goods imported belong, and 
either confirms or reverses the ruling of the collector. If either the 
Government or the importers are still dissatisfied they can appeal 
to the United States Customs Court of Appeals, and it is even 
possible to proceed to the Supreme Court of the United States. 


But here is a case which involves no question of classification or 


of tariff section, therefore neither is the collector nor the General 
Board of Appraisers competent to pass upon it, since it is merely 
a question of agreement between this country and certain European 
nations, and yet to get it before the courts the useless and round- 
about routine is adopted, at annoying and serious expense and 
delay to the unfortunate individual litigants. It will be possible to 
hold up a decision for time almost indefinitely if the Government 
so wishes, and from all indications this will be the course pursued, 
Delay and not a legal decision is what they seek. This is so self- 


evident that it is useless to offer further fruitless explanations, 


A Salesmen’s Organization 


A letter from a paper salesman appears elsewhere in this issue, 
which should attract more than a cursory notice from men engaged 
in the distribution of paper. Our correspondent appeals to Tue 
PAPER TRADE JOURNAL to advocate a cause which is dear to his 
heart, He is anxious to have an association of paper salesmen 
formed, and he has already done missionary work to that end. 
He advocates a sound principle, which will be found enforced in 
all successful institutions of the larger class. It is the principle of 
“Get.together.” It is preached from every pulpit, from every ros- 
trum, from every political platform and from every private busi- 
ness office. Getting together is but a term for union. Without 
union there is weakness. Therefore get together by all means 
and help each other. 

The commercial traveler easily recognizes the value of the 
Travelers’ Protective Association, and such like organizations, 
and so, too, does every industry in any way dependent upon the 
work of the traveling salesman. The organizations work for good 
among themselves and their influence must necessarily extend to 
the trade they represent. 

The paper trade, like other big industries of many parts, has its 
circles of influence banded together for the common good. We 
have the American Paper and Pulp Association, the National 
Paper Trade Association, the Paper Stock Dealers’ Association, 
the Brotherhood of Paper Makers, the International Pulp, Sulphite 
and Mill Workers’ Association, and many such like kindred or- 
ganizations, some of them of local influence and some of national 
and international scope. All of these have grown to be an integral 
part of the paper industry. Their individual interests may clash 
to some extent at times, brt they all serve to strengthen the com- 
mon cause and to upbuild the industry, of which every man, from 
the president of the big corporation to the rag room boy, is a mem- 
ber. The principles of organized labor, or concentrated effort. 
therefore, cannot be gainsaid. They have become absolutely essen- 
tial, and as so many elements in the paper industry are organized 
to such good result there is the strongest of reasons why the 
salesmen should get together 

Under energetic leadership there is no reason why such an asso- 
ciation should not become a powerful factor for good. The meet- 
ings, social and business, must tend to a wide interchange of ideas. 
The younger would profit from the lessons taught by the older 
men, and even the veterans would find something to be gained 
from the examples of what young blood can do. 

No man belonging to such an organization need sacrifice an 
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atom of his individuality nor swerve a jot from the loyalty he 
owes his house; but, on the contrary, by conferring with each 
other each may profit by his neighbor’s experience, and so help 
himself, and, helping himself, help his employer. The longer a 
man studies a business or a profession the more he finds to 
learn, and the surest way of picking up the crumbs of knowledge 
is by getting together. 

Then there is always the pleasure of good fellowship, and the 
joy of a community of interest after the work and rivalry of the 
day are over. Men must perforce be business rivals, and it is not 
only to their interest but it is their duty to strive by all honest 
means to outdo each other, But nothing is to be lost and there 
is everything to be gained by forgetting your competitor after hours 
and remembering only a fellow craftsman. When men get to 
know each other outside business, and their wives and daughters 
become acquainted, the result is an unmistakable influence for good 
in a business way. Therefore, by all means get together. 

The coming meetings of the American Paper and Pulp Associa- 
tion and of the National Paper Trade Association and the Paper 
Stock Dealers’ Association will afford a great opportunity for the 
salesmen also to get together. We trust they will accept the invita- 
tion of our correspondent and do so. Those interested should

January Wncorporations 


Apparently there is no slackening of enterprise and enthusiasm 
in the paper industry of this country, and the number of new ven- 
tures, as viewed by the incorporations of last month, show some-

manufacturing company involving a capital of less than half a 
million dollars may be considered small. 

Of new pulp and paper mills incorporated in the United States 
and Canada during January there were in all five, representing a 
combined capitalization of $6,975,000. Only one of these companies 
is credited to Canada, It is that of the Consolidated Pulp and 
Paper Company, of St. John, N. B., which, however, has an author- 
ized capital of $5,000,000. This concern, from all reports, is of 
American origin, and will be controlled largely by American inter- 
ests. The value of its properties will lie chiefly in vast tracts of 
timberlands. Next in importance to the Consolidated Company, 
but still a long way behind it in point of investment, is the Inter- 
national Paper and Pulp Mills Company, of Moss Point, Miss., 
which is capitalized at $1,000,000. This concern is described as a 
London corporation. The title may be all right as describing a 
company with foreign and domestic interests, but why it should 
adopt the term “International,” in view of the other much more 
prominent institution of the same name, is not explained. It is not 
unlikely that the similarity in the names of the two concerns will at 
times lead to some confusion. 


Another paper manufacturing concern has been incorporated to 
do business also at Moss Point, Miss.; that is the Southern Paper 
Company, which has an authorized capital of $750,000. The other 
two concerns completing the list of five are the Illinois Box Board 
Company, of Carthage, Mo., $100,000, and the Osburn Paper Com- 
pany of Wilmington, Del. 
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Of scarcely less interest to the industry are the companies or- 
ganized to engage in the business of pulp wood and lumber. There 
have been four of these incorporated during January. The com- 
bined capital of the four is $3,145,000; but of this $3,000,000 is cred- 
ited to one concern, the Peterson & Slattery Timber Company, of 
Newark, N. J. 

There were also incorporated during the same month seven com- 
panies to manufacture boxes and sundry other products of paper. 
But the amount invested in these did not exceed $50,000 in any 
individual case, and in all aggregated only $147,000. Two paper 
dealers and two paper stock dealing concerns were incorporated ; 
the first two involve capital of $150,000 and the second $110,000. 

Of printing and publishing concerns there were fifty-three in- 
corporations, with a combined capitalization of $2,733,500. There 
was one increase of capital noted, that of the New Haven Pulp 
and Board Company from $100j000. to» $200,000, and the sundry 
small incorporations affiliated with the industry amount to $7,000 
additional capital, which swelled the total amount newly invested 
in the manufacture, distribution and consumption of paper to 


$13,967,500.

Hews of the Mills 


The main shaft in the Byron Weston Company’s paper mills 
became disabled early one day last week, compelling the com- 
pany to shut down for the day. 

The Floriston Paper Mill at Floreston, Cal., is running full 
blast, employing a full force of men. The open winter has favored 
the paper industry in that section’to a considerable extent. 

Several of the largest paper making machines in the Interna- 
tional Paper Company, at Bellows Falls, Vt., have been closed 
down intermittently of late owing to a scarcity of coal. The com- 
pany uses steam as well as water power. 

Joe Caraluck, a Russian employee of the International Paper 
Company, was caught in the belting in the paper mill last week, 
and two bones in his left arm and his left thigh were broken. 
He was removed at once to the local hospital. 

In view of the tragic death last week of Joe Chabott, an 
employee of the Burgess Sulphite Mill at Berlin, N. H., who was 
run over and killed at the High street crossing of the Grand 
Trunk Road, the Civil Service Commission has ordered the rail- 
road to place flagmen at four street crossings. 

The Great Northern Paper Company, at Millinocket, Me., have 
been using short lengths of spruce wood brought to that place 
by special freight train. Since the first of August until December 
31, 1,644 cars of this class have been unloaded. The great piles 
of long logs are being kept as stock until the spring. 

James Riley, superintendent at the Berlin, N. H., International 
Paper Mill, has sent in his resignation. He will finish work 
March 1. Mr. Riley has for three years held his present position 
with the International Paper Company. Fred Deikman has been 
appointed his successor. Mr. Deikman has for several years 
acted as assistant superintendent for the International Paper 
Company. 

A. F. Gerald, the promoter of the proposed electric line between 
Shawmut and Skowhegan, Me., states that without a doubt the 
road will be built and completed during the present year. He 
further states that it is probable that the $3,000,000 pulp mill at 
Shawmut will be started during 1912. Mr. Gerald states that 
the mill will probably be built after the style of the Hollings- 
worth & Whitney mill at Winslow. 

At the mill of the Friend Paper Company, West Carrollton, 
Ohio, on the morning of January 26, their No. 3 variable speed 
engine raced and threw the flywheel. Part of it came up through 
the floor, disabling the No. 3 machine and slightly damaging the 
No. 4. The accident closed the entire mill for about twelve hours. 
The No. 4 machine, however, was running again without the loss 
of a day, and the No. 3 machine followed soon after. 

The West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company, at whose Mechan- 
icville, N. Y., plant John Egan, the man who was murdered on the 
State road on the outskirts of the village Sunday evening, was 
employed, Monday offered a reward of $1,000 for the arrest and 
conviction of the person or persons who committed the crime. 
At a recent meeting of the board of supervisors a reward of 
$500 was also offered for the arrest and conviction of the person 
or persons who took Eagan’s life, making a total reward of $1,500. 

Rachel May Radley, of Carthage, N. Y., bride of a few hours, 
following a deathbed ceremony, has been awarded a verdict of 
$4,600 by a jury in the Supreme Court. The young woman sued to 
recover $15,000 from the Le Ray Paper Company of Carthage, 
where Radley was employed as an oiler at the time he received 
the injuries which resulted in his death a few hours later. Im- 
mediately following the announcement the defendants made a 
motion to set aside the verdict, the court reserving decision, 
stating that arguments would be heard at a future date.

Eventful Voyage—A Correction 

In the issue of December 21 of the Paper TRADE JOURNAL ap- 
peared a notice from our Portland correspondent to the effect that 
the steamer Nordstjernen, bound from Seven Islands, Quebec, to 
Portland, has been delayed by ice in the St. Lawrence River, said 
to have been three feet thick in certain places, and that the snow 
was five feet deep. It was also stated that she had on board 167 
bales of wet pulp wood. The latter figures constitute a typograph- 
ical-error. And the ice and snow figures are said to have been 
exaggerated. We have, therefore, been asked by the North Shore 
Power Railway & Navigation Company, of Quebec and New York, 
to publish the following corrected narration of the trip: 

The facts are the “Nordstjernen,” after taking on her cargo at 
our wharf in “Seven Islands Bay,” found the ice had formed 
around her and the captain asked for assistance, which was ar- 
ranged for. The Government steamer was ready to leave Quebec, 
when the wind changed and broke up the ice, which was carried out 
by the tide and the “Nordstjernen” proceeded to Portland. The 
ice was in the bay and not in the St. Lawrence River, and the 
thickness seven inches, not three feet. She made the voyage from 
Seven Islands to Portland in five days, the quickest trip on record, 
The depth of the snow was twelve inches, not five feet. The cargo 
consisted of 18,167 bales, not 167. 

The “Nordstjernen” was followed, a week later, by the steamer 
Sinbad that took on a cargo of 7,000 bales for Quebec.

CUSTOMS GOURT DEGISION 
Paper Hangings or Printing Paper? 


Wasuineron, D. C., January 22, 1912.—The constructions being 
placed upon the provision of the present tariff act by the Court of 
United States Customs Appeals are of unusual interest, and bring- 
ing, as they do, so much quicker idea of the legal status of these 
matters, are of considerable importance to those interested in such 
matters. Such a decision is that rendered recently by Judge Mont- 
gomery, in the appeal of W. W. Thomas & Co., covering importa- 
tions of white paper in reels or rolls, running from 19% inches to 
22 inches in width, and imported for use as material for paper 
hangings. Duty was assessed thereon under Paragraph 415 of 
the tariff act of 1909 for paper hangings. The protest was based 
upon the claim by the importer that it should have been assessed 
as printing paper suitable for printing books. 

It is conceded by the Government that the paper as imported 
was not a completed paper hanging, but that it was merely material 
for making a paper hanging, and it is now claimed that the paper 
is dutiable as paper not specifically provided for. 

The evidence as to whether the paper was suitable for printing 
books was conflicting. There was evidence given by printers that 
they had not seen paper of these dimensions used for that purpose, 
but on the other hand there was testimony of other witnesses 
showing that it could be so used. This apparent conflict is ac- 
counted for by the appellant’s counsel by the statement that the 
witnesses who testified for the Government were mainly witnesses 
who used flat presses and printed only from a sheet, whereas it is 
said that modern printers print from the roller. 

The court was of the opinion that the importer had failed to 
make a case. It was found as a fact, and the evidence supports 
this statement, that the merchandise in question was not imported 
for the purpose of printing books or newspapers. It is not claimed 
by counsel for the Government that this is a conclusive fact to dis- 
prove that the paper is printing paper. 

There was testimony given by a witness for the importer that 
this paper is suitable for making wall paper. The fact that it 
comes in rolls instead of sheets would appear to make it peculiarly 
adapted for such purpose. It is said in the brief of counsel that 
the use of this paper is a rare and exceptional use, but the court 
found in evidence no basis for this statement. 

A careful examination of the testimony failed to disclose that 
this paper is either commercially or commonly known as printing 
paper as distinguished from wall paper. It was therefore the 
opinion of the court that the case referred to above must rule 
in the present one, and the affirming of the decision of the Board 
of General Appraisers followed. A, F, T.

Progress of the Great Mill Strike—Laborers of the Champion- 
International Paper Company Still Out, But Workmen Are 
Plentiful—Negotiating a Settlement—Charges of Foul 

Play Unfounded—Governor Investigating Con- 
. ditions—Sundry Items, Etc.

LawreENcE, Mass., January 27, 1912—Dudley Holman, secretary 
to Governor Foss, has been in Lawrence to investigate conditions 
here, and as a result of his visit the Governor has ordered a 
legislative investigation of the conditions in the mills.

of the mills. They endeavored to confer with the mill authorities, 
but so far the latter have refused a conference with anyone. 
Secretary Holman puts the blame of the strike upon one man, and 
says if it were not for this man’s attitude that the State Board of 
Arbitration could settle the strike. N. T. M. 

Lawrence, Mass., January 27, 1912—The strike of the laborers 
at the mill of the Champion International Paper Company con- 
tinues, and several of the men who have been hired to take the 
piace of the strikers have thrown up their jobs and joined the 
strikers. But there are so many foreigners looking for work 
until the big textile strike is settled that the paper mill can get 
a new crew of laborers every day if necessary. The pulp mill is 
running again, and the coating mill is partially running, so that 
the shipment of orders is not seriously affected, particularly as 
the machines in the paper mill have been able to run continually 
right along. The police are still guarding the mill, four men 
being detailed at night for this purpose. Their presence in and 
around the mill has served to keep the boisterous element of the 
strikers from interfering with those who want to work. 

The company has made no answer to the demands of the strik- 
ers, and is endeavoring to replace them with others. 

The other two paper mills, the Merrimac and the Munroe paper 
companies, have had no trouble as yet, but the men in the Merri- 
mac mill expect an answer this week to their demand for an in- 
crease of 15 per cent. in wages. Their action is dependent on the 
answer given, and at present their proposed course is known only 
to themselves. 

Strike Leader Jos. Ettor, who has charge of the Lawrence 
strike, held a conference with President William O. Wood, of 
the American Woolen Company, at the Boston office on Friday 
afternoon. Just what took place could not be learned, as Ettor 
refused to talk until after the strike committee hold another 
talk with Mr. Wood on Saturday. It is reported that Mr: 
Wood offered an increase of 7 per cent. at the present time and 
that the offer was declined by Ettor. But this could not be con- 
firmed, and Ettor would say nothing. All he would say was that 
that story comes from the other side. His side will tell its story 
later. The strikers have been exonerated from any connection 
with the dynamite found here, and the State police say they know 
who planted it, and are hot on the trail of three Lawrence men, 
one of them a representative of a Boston paper, who, they claim, 
planted the dynamite for the purpose of creating a sensation.

Paper Maker Killed

No strikers were in the vicinity at the time, 
but as several mill hands have been waylaid and assaulted, and 
threatened with death, it did not take long to start a rumor of

This 
city had a genuine riot here this morning; one woman was shot 
dead and a policeman was stabbed. 

Wm. D. Heywood, the noted Socialist, who has been here since 
Wednesday, left for Ohio today. He will return if the strike is 
not settled soon, and endeavor to call a State wide strike of the 
textile operatives.

PHILADELPHIA NEWS 


Two Old Established Houses Go Under—Henry L. Wilson's 
Sons and George W. Gibbons & Sons Company Forced 
into Bankruptcy—Dealers Hope to Co-operate With 
Mills on Trade Rules—Philadelphia Paper Trade 
Association Will Dine on March 8 



































PHILADELPHIA, January 30, 1912—Two failures, neither un- 
expected, in recent ‘weeks, and yet involving old established 
firms which only a year ago were looked on as among the most 
substantial in ‘the city, depressed the city’s paper trade during 
this week. Actual news of the embarrassment came to the trade 
only yesterday and with something of the sense of surprise be- 
cause it was believed that with consideration on the part of cred- 
itors both might survive. 

The firms affected are the large bag and paper house of Henry 
L. Wilson’s Sons, 43 North Third street, and the printing estab- 
lishment of George W. Gibbons & Sons Company, 1336 Cherry 
street. A number of the paper jobbers figure as creditors. 

The immediate cause of the embarrassment of the Wilson firm 
was the filing of a petition in involuntary bankruptcy by a number 
of small creditors. These petitions were the Crystal Paper Goods 
Company, $477.22; the Hooper Sons Manufacturing Company, 
$82.50, and the Moffat Paper Goods Company, $124.91. For a 
considerable period, however, the firm has been falling behind in 
its former prompt payment of bills, and there was a disposition 
among some larger creditors than those which figure in the 
proceedings to grant extensions and even to assist the firm in 
recovering its standing. The illness of one of the firm, Edward A. 
Wilson, secretary and treasurer, is believed to have complicated 
matters for. President William A. Wilson. 

The firm has long been established and while not a dominant 
figure in the paper jobbing field was prominent in the paper bag 
trade. In former years it was a leader in this branch of the 
trade and even in later years its competition was spirited. It had 
generally the good will of even competitors, although when news 
of the embarrassment became public the opinion was expressed 
that in recent times its policy had been to sell on too.close a 
margin. 

A similar petition in involuntary bankruptcy was filed against 
the Gibbons Company, the petitioners and their claims being the 
Garrett-Buchanan Company, $588.35; the Paper Manufacturers’ 
Company, $110.57, and Frederick Jones & Co., $24.70. The court 
had appointed Morgan H. Thomas, of the Garrett-Buchanan Com- 
pany, as assignee. No statement of assets and liabilities thus far 
has been made, but neither are believed to be very heavy.

Greditors Meeting of Platt Iron Works

Dayton, Ohio, January 29, 1912.—An important meeting of the 
creditors of the Platt Iron Works Company was held in this city 
during the past week at the office of Referee W. S. McConnaughey, 
at which a petition for the order of sale of the plant as a going 
concern, was presented and allowed. 

According to reports, the plant will be sold at not less than 
three-fourths of its appraised value, although the terms will not be 
determined until a subsequent meeting which will be held at the 
referee’s office. This will occur in all likelihood on February 3, 
when the creditors will apply the finishing touches to the matter. 

The petition stipulated that the concern must be sold as a whole, 
subject to a mortgage for $800,000. An inventory of the stock and 
assets is on file in the United States District Court of Cincinnati. 
It is planned that after the meeting early next month the usual 
publication of the intended sale will be made and it is believed 
that the plant may be disposed of early in March. 

Application for $5,000 each for services performed, was filed by 
Receivers George R. Young and Dixon Boardman, the former of 
Dayton and the latter a New York man. No objections were 
offered to the application and the same was granted as prayed for.

Erie Ganal Appraisement

surplus for the past year at $607,845. From the Crown Lands De- 
partment the receipts for the past year exceeded those of the 
previous year by $79,181, due to a greater production of timber 
derived from lands under license. The Provincial treasurer esti- 
mated the receipts. in this department for the current fiscal year 
IQII-12 at $1,410,000. He pointed out that since the new regula- 
tion regarding the cutting of wood on Crown lands had come into 
force there had been a marked activity in the lumber and pulp 
industries. Several new lumber and pulp industries had been 
created at the expenditure of many millions of dollars. No inti- 
mation was given by the speaker regarding any change in the 
policy of the Government relating to the cutting of timber or pulp 
wood from Crown lands. It is, therefore, expected that the pres- 
ent regulations will continue in force. R. 





The Amateur Ranger

Toronto, Canada, January 29, 1912.—“The abolition of the prac- 
tice of using university students in fire ranging in Ontario,” re- 
marked Dean Fernow, of the department of forestry of Toronto 
University to you correspondent, “works unfairly toward some of 
the forestry students, who make ideal rangers if hitched up to 
some good woodsman; nevertheless, the decision of the Govern- 
ment will be for the betterment of the whole system. Unskilled 
students wandering about in the woods alone are of little or no use 
in preventing fires. Moreover, it promoted loafing to such a degree 
that we urge our students to take other work whenever possible. 
Only two or three of them went out as rangers last season.”

For a Half Million Horse Power 
[FROM OUR, REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontTREAL, January 29, 1912.—-A scheme for the development of 
half a million horse power for distribution in Montreal and vicinity 
has just been undertaken by a group of Canadian, British and 
American capitalists. The scheme which is a very extensive one, 
has for its object the damming of the St. Lawrence, and making 
use of the Coteau and Cedar Rapids, some 30 miles above this 
city, and diverting the flow of the water-way nearly half a mile 
from its present course. 

The undertaking is headed by Sir Max Aitkin, a former Cana- 
dian financier, but now a member of the British House of Parlia- 


ment. With him are associated H. S. Holt, D. Lorne McGibbon 
and Jas. Dedmond, of Montreal, as well as some New York 
financiers. 


The directors believe that they will be able to generate 
500,000 horse power without interfering with the navigation of 
the river, and also distribute this to centres from 175 to 200 miles 
from the source of the power. They believe that it will revolu- 
tionize the manufacturing industries within that radius, and elim- 
inate all steam plants, as well as giving encouragement to many 
new manufacturing concerns to locate within the radius of their 
power supply. The company, which is to be known as the Eastern 
Canada Power Company, will be capitalized at $100,000,000. R. 


To Prevent Forest Fires 

ALBANY, January 29, 1912.—Seeking greater protection from 
fire in the forest preserves of the State, the conservation com- 
mission had introduced in the Legislature last week a bill making 
it a misdemeanor to start a campfire on or near forest lands 
without first clearing away the brush and leaves for at least 
ten feet on all sides; to start a fire on or near forest or brush 
land and leave it unquenched; or to throw or drop a lighted match, 
cigar or cigarette into any combustible material without im- 
mediately extinguishing it. 

The bill also would compel the operators of logging railroads 
to take the same precautions against fire as common carriers. 

A forest pathologist, to make examination of the diseases of 
forest trees, is provided which gives the commission power to 
order destroyed all trees infected with disease.

To Run Pulley Belts With Least Danger 
Question No. 897. 

Will some reader of THe Paper TRADE JourRNAL tell me the best 
way to run a belt on pulleys without the least danger to the person 
who is doing it? 

ANSWER: 

In the first place, never place a belt on the pulley in motion; 
always place it first on the loose pulley or the pulley at rest; then 
run it on the pulley in motion. If the belt is very heavy, and the 
pulleys run at a very high speed, it is advisable to slack on the 
speed of the engine; but when this is impractical or inconvenient 
care must be taken to mount the belt on the exact face. The person 
engaged in so doing must have a firm footing and prevent his 
clothing from getting in contact either with the belt or pulley. 
Where the belt is heavy, and the location such that it is impossible 
to get a solid footing and exert strength in running on the belt, 
it is best to stop the engine and mount the belt on the pulley as far 
possible. Then take a small rope, double it, slip one end through 
the arms and around the belt and rim of the pulley, and the other 
end through the loop formed by the double of the rope; then stand 
on the floor on the opposite side and draw on the rope, when the 
belt will be hugged to the periphery of the pulley. When the mo- 
tion is communicated it may be slipped on without any trouble, 
while by letting go the end of the rope when the belt is on the 
pulley the noose will be undone and the rope thrown off. 


Reclamation of Caustic Soda 
Question No. 898. 

Will you kindly inform us the per cent. of caustic soda reclaimed 
by the present process in use in the United States, also whether 
a book or treatise can be secured in the present soda process? 
ANSWER: 

The percentage reclaimed in the present process used in the 
United States is not exactly known. Of course the same methods 
are not used by all, and so the per cent, reclaimed by some mills 
would be more than that reclaimed by others. In some mills a 
smelter is used, and those mills using such have a higher per- 
centage reclaimed than those mills not using same. When a 
smelter is not used the black ash is burned as well as possible on 
the roadster, and it is taken direct from the roadster and leached. 

It is plain to be seen that much is lost by this way, because 
there is a great deal of carbon left in the black ash when coming 
from the roadster. 

This carbon, instead of being used to produce heat for the 
evaporator where a smelter is used, is thrown away where a 
smelter is not used. The writer does not know of any particular 
book which can be obtained giving this process, but it would be a 
good plan to write to the manufacturers of the reclamation appa- 
ratus. 


To Keep Down Froth 


Question No. 899. 

Will some reader of THE Journat please give the best oil or 
chemical to keep down froth, especially on deep colored paper? 
ANSWER: 

The following receipt is said to be a most efficient remedy for 





froth troubles: Mix 1% gallons of linseed oil with 1 gallon of 
bleach liquor and 1% gills of turpentine. I think this receipt will 
remedy the trouble, for it has been worked successfully in many 
mills. Before using any compound, however, all that can be done 
to stop frothing should be tried, as very often the trouble lies jn 
the water being used or in the construction of the sand or head 
boxes of the machine. 

The water used in the beaters should be tested, and if found to 
contain lime salts, which expel carbonic acid and cause froth, it 
should be treated with an additional quantity of alum in order to 
precipitate the salts. 

The stock as it passes from the stuff box of the machine and 
mixes with the water in the sand boxes should at this point 
travel onward to the screens with as little agitation as possible, 

The head in these boxes should be carried well up, at least 
within 2 or 3 inches from the top of the box. This will prevent 
the formation of heavy froth. Agitation in the head box of the 
machine should likewise be prevented. On the apron as high a 
head as possible should be maintained, and the slices adjusted 
close to the wire. 


What Causes Book Paper to Become Transparent? 
Question No. 900. 

Will you kindly put the following question under the “Questions 
and Answers” part of your paper? What is the cause of book 
paper made from chemical wood stock becoming transparent, and 
what method should be used to increase the opaqueness of these 
grades of paper? 

ANSWER: 

There are many things which will cause book paper to become 
transparent. In the first place, if the steck is beaten too long the 
paper will become transparent; the stock should be beaten up 
quickly, and should not remain in the beater longer than abso- 
lutely necessary. Another thing that will cause the paper to be- 
come transparent is too heavy calendering. The paper should be 
lightly calendered. In order to make papers opaque the strength, 
color and quality must govern the method used. When these 
things can be sacrificed for opacity you can secure the same by a 
liberal use of clay, quick beating of the stock and light calendering 
of the paper, Bark liquor is sometimes used successfully in getting 
opacity, as are woods of dark yellowish color. Real opacity, how- 
ever, is obtained best by use of china clay, which gives the paper 
an Opaque appearance which cannot be secured by other means, A 
fine closely woven wire is also advantageous when making these 
papers, as are closely woven felts. The paper should be quickly 
dried and given the least possible calendering. Sometimes crush- 
ing stock under dandy gives good results, but, as before stated, 
so many things govern this matter that it is rather hard to deter- 
mine just what is best in your particular case. 


Electric Drives for Mills 
Question No. 901. 

I have heard from time to time that mills are installing electric 
drives. I wish to ask if it is just an experiment, or whether it is 
practical? It seems to me that it ought to be all right, and I 
would like to know how successful it is? 

ANSWER: 

At this time it is no longer an experiment in putting in an elec- 
tric drive for power machines. Some years ago it was in the ex- 
perimental stage, but it has been found to be successful within the 
last few years. When you stop to consider what you could accom- 
plish with a drive with which it is possible to do away with all 
clumsy shafting found around a paper mill, besides being able to 
manipulate the speed of the machine, as well as each section of the 
machine, in a quick and thorough manner, you cannot help coming 
to the conclusion that it is just what is desired. 

The electric drive saves power and coal cost, and about the 
only objection that there could be is in the fact that it might not 
be reliable enough; but at the present time it is done to such a

steam. It is much easier and more accurate to regulate your speed 
with the controller than by belts or a drive. The saving of power 
when washing felts and doing work around the different sections 
of the machine would be great, for instead of keeping the engine 
running, whatever. section is desired can be kept running, and the 
rest shut down, thus saving power. 


Trouble in Rewinding 
Question No. 902. 

I would like to take advantage of your “Questions and Answers” 
and: ask the following question: I have a rewinder here at the 
mill, and I do not seem to be able to get a roll which does not 
have a rough edge. My slitters are sharp and the rewinder appears 
to be in good condition, I would greatly appreciate if someone 
can help me out on this question. 

ANSWER: 

If the winder is in first class condition it stands to reason that 

it must be the paper or the way the paper is wound on the reels. 
3ut I would advise you to go over your winder very carefully and 
see that it is in line and also level. If it is out of line in the least 
respect the slitter shaft might bend, and consequently not work 
properly. You might try to remedy the trouble by adding a few 
weights to the counterbalance on the slitters. At the same time 
see whether your paper has been properly calendered. Also see if 
it is of uniform hardness its entire length. If it is any of the 
above the paper will not be rewound in good shape. Then, again, 
if your roll has soft spots in it you will have the trouble you 
speak of. When the slitter strikes the soft spot in the roll there 
is found to be a rough edge, for the paper is only torn there, and 
not cut, as it should be. I think you will find that your trouble is 
in the paper itself or the roll which is wound on the reels. If any 
of these suggestions do not help you write again, and we will try 
and give you some more remedies.

An improvement in pulp reducing apparatus of beating engine 
type has been designed by Charles W. Shartle, of Middletown, 
Ohio, and the patent assigned to Shartle Brothers Machine Com- 
pany. Following is an illustrated description of the invention by 
the patentee: 

“This invention pertains to improvements in pulp reducing appa- 
ratus, of beating engine type, but of the class designed to work on the 
continuous as distinguished from the intermittent system; by con- 
tinuous system being meant a system in which material is con- 
tinuously supplied and pulp continuously withdrawn as fast as fin- 
ished, and by intermittent system is meant a system in which a 
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quantity of material is subjected to action in a receptacle to be 
emptied and again filled when the first filling has been properly 
reduced. 

“The object of my present invention is to improve generally upon 
the working of other continuous systems, and also to provide for 
a more perfect separation of metallic and other hard matters from 
the original material, and also to provide for the handling of ma- 
terial containing strings and the like, unfitting the material for 
ready handling by ordinary conveying mechanism.

invention; Fig. 2 a vertical transverse section thereof, partly in 
the plane of line a and partly in the plane of line b of Fig. 1; 
Fig. 3 a vertical longitudinal section of a portion of one of the 
screen plates, in the plane of line c of Figs, 1 and 2, and showing 
one of the drag blades; Fig. 4 a side elevation of one of the trans- 
fer dippers; Fig. 5 a vertical longitudinal section of the soaker 
in the plane of line d of Fig. 6; and Fig. 6 an end elevation of 
the soaker, part appearing in vertical transverse section in the 
plane of line e of Fig. 5. 

“The apparatus, in its most complete form, is designed to re- 
ceive the raw stock, old paper for instance; soak it to softness; 
remove from it metallic and other hard particles; break up the stock 
by what might in some cases be called a preliminary beating; de- 
liver the broken stock to a beating engine; withdraw beaten stock 
from the beating engine; deliver the withdrawn stock to a screen 
capable of passing finished stock and retaining stock not sufficiently 
fine; return the withdrawn coarse stock to the beating engine for 
further beating; extract most of the water from the finished stock; 
and thus put the stock in condition for use in a paper making 
machine, to the stuff chest of which the stock will pass directly 
from the apparatus. 

“In the drawings, and giving attention first to Figs. 5 and 6: 
I, indicates a long trough; 2, the-stock receiving end thereof, into 
which the raw material is to be dealt with, old paper for instance, 
is to be thrown; 3, the discharge end of the trough; 4, a depressed 
portion of the floor of the trough, providing a retaining basin; 5, 
transverse strips across the floor of the basin; 6, the tail wall of 
the basin, forming a dam determining the minimum height of the 
water flowing through the trough; 7, a shower pipe near the re- 
ceiving end of the trough to wet the stock as it is supplied to the 
trough; 8, the level of water retained in the trough; 9, an annular 
screen rotating around the discharge end of the trough which 
delivers the soaked material into the screen; 10, the discharge 
mouth of the rotary screen to discharge from the screen every- 
thing fed into it except the water which passes through the screen; 
II, a catch-box under the rotary screen; 12, a pump to withdraw 
water from the catch-box, and 13, a pipe to convey the water from 
the pump to the receiving end of the trough. 

“The material is carried slowly through the trough by the cur- 
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rent of water; it becomes showered down by the action of the 
shower pipe; it becomes soaked in its slow progress through the 
trough; it goes to the rotary screen in fairly soaked condition; 
much of the water passes through the screen and is returned by 
the pump to the receiving end of the trough; the soaked stock 
passes from the discharge mouth of the rotary screen minus such 
water as may have passed through the screen; the main quantity 
of water is in circulation through the trough, catch-box and pump; 
the shower pipe must maintain a supply of water to make up for 
that discharged from the rotary screen along with the stock. The 
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current through the basin portion of the screen is comparatively 
slow, and endwise movement of stock through this portion of the 
trough is further retarded by the cross-strips 5, the result being 
that much metallic and other hard matter freed from the stock 
while soaking has a chance to settle in the basin portion of the 
trough, from which it may be occasionally removed. The stock 
thus more or less thoroughly soaked, and more or less freed from 
hard matters, is now ready for further action by the apparatus, 

“Continuing with the drawings, with main attention to Fig, 1: 
14 indicates a preliminary beating engine into which the discharge 








mouth 10 of the previously described soaker delivers the soaked 
stock; 15, the beating cylinder of this engine, so to call it, the 
purpose of this beating engine being, not to cut up the stock, but 
rather to more thoroughly complete the soaking and to break the 
stock to better fit it for ultimate beating; 16, the water supply hy- 
drant for the preliminary beater; 17, a shaft projecting over the 
wall of the tub of the preliminary beating engine; 18, a pulley; 109, 
mechanism of an obvious character between the pulley and shaft 
17 to give the shaft a partial turn first in one direction and then 
the other; 20, a dipper carried by shaft 17 and adapted to dip 
down into the tub of the preliminary beating engine and with- 
drawn material therefrom and raise it and dump it outside the 
preliminary beating engine; 21, a counterweight carried by shaft 
17 to counterbalance the weight of the dipper and its contents; 
and 22, a transfer trough into which dipper 20 delivers the ma- 
terial withdrawn by it from the preliminary beating engine. 

“The preliminary beating engine 14 is, as before stated, hardly 
a beating engine, its duty being to circulate the stock in the water 
and open it up and insure a thorough softening and to permit the 
separation from it, by gravity, of metallic and other hard matters 
which may have been retained by the stock while passing through 
the soaker. The purpose of the beating cylinder of this preliminary 
beating engine being merely to circulate and break the stock, its 
blades need not be knives or operate in conjunction with bed- 
knives, nor need its blades be anything more than mere paddles 
running so far from anything below them that they cannot be in- 
jured by large hard bodies found in the stock, bodies which might 
ruin the closely set co-acting cylinder and bed-knives of a proper 
beating engine. The broken, thoroughly soaked stock withdrawn 
from the preliminary beating engine, and having separated from 
it most of the hard bodies likely to do damage, is discharged 
from trough 22 for further action in the apparatus. The stock 
to be withdrawn from the preliminary beating engine and trans- 
ferred elsewhere for further treatment may contain strings or the 
like which cannot be handled satisfactorily by any kind of an end- 
less conveyer, owing to entanglement of the strings to the mech- 
anism. The dipper employed in getting the material out of the 
beater tub and elevating it and dumping it constitutes a conveyer 
which, while it does not withdraw any strings from the material 
which it receives and passes onward, is unaffected in its action by 
the presence of strings in the stock.

PAPER.—With the first month of 1912 gone, the local paper 
men are looking over their books, comparing the results with the 
corresponding period in 1911.
